The many astonishing situations in 
which she finds herself are met with 
a marvelous sense of values. 

Ben Lyon—a thousand miles from 
the daredevil ace of “Hell’s Angels”

The editor of the Weekly Chroni-

Victorian ideals — Phil the village

princess—and many other delightful 
people appear in “Misbehaving 
Ladies,” the First National picture 
which comes to the ........

The picture presents a small Ameri- 
can town of a decade ago in tenderly 
amusing retrospect. “It is like a visit 
back home, to those of us who played 
marbles, went to Sunday school, had 
our first love affair, and spoke our 
first pieces in a little town,” says 
William Beaudine, director of the 
picture. 

Louise Fazenda, who’has made a 
specialty of quaint characters, and 
who has first-hand information on the 
subject from her own early years in 
a small Indiana town, declares that 
folks are essentially the same the 
world over. “Ice skating may be the 
popular thing in Vermont while people 
are swimming in the water off Flor- 
ida, but the differences are mainly 
geographical. Small-town life,” Miss 
Fazenda says, “leaves one with a last- 
ing interest in people. I suppose Pll 
always be a small-towner at heart. 
Even now, after years in Hollywood, 
I’m given to neighborly visits and 
swapping recipes over the back fence. 
And I wonder if this knowing every- 
one else’s little affairs is such a bad 
thing after all. The fact that you 
know everyone in town is interested 
in your every move, may inspire you 
to put your best foot forward. I 
think small-town life begets confi- 
dence in oneself. John Smith looks 
around and decides that he’s far bet- 
ter in his line than anyone else in 
town, and tries his skill in broader 
fields. 

“There is no thrill in the world 
quite equal to going back to the old 
home town after one is successful. 
The desire to impress the home-town- 
ers is probably responsible for more 
worthwhile accomplishment than any- 
thing else. 

“T had a lot of honest fun work- 
ing in ‘Misbehaving Ladies,’ and I 
see in every character a portrait of 
someone I used to know.”

(Good Feature Story) 


Though the man who laughed loudest and longest at gags 
in a film being previewed in Hollywood was once the movie 
director’s most valued friend, he is now, according to William 
Beaudine, who directed ‘‘Misbehaving Ladies,’ 
National picture which comes to the 
next—the director’s worst enemy ! 


“The change was brought about 
by the talkies,” Beaudine declares. 
‘Whereas, in the silent film, the laugh 
did no harm, and indicated to as- 
sembled critics and producers that 
the director had injected real humor 
into his picture, now its drowns out 
the dialogue that follows. I recom- 
mend signs on the screen to read— 
‘For the sake of your neighbor as 
well as yourself, stop laughing at one 
gag before you drown out the sound 
of the next.’ ” 

Beaudine’se@latest picture, “Misbe- 
having Ladies,” is craftily timed to 
allow laughs to stop before im- 
portant dialogue goes forward. This 
necessitates the regulation of many 
scenes, because the story is filled with 


‘fun built on both dialogue and pan- 


tomime. 


“The most difficult thing about 


talkie technique for the director who | | 


has been directing silent pictures— 
and there aren’t any other directors 
—is the spacing of dialogue for 
laughs,” Beaudine explains. “The 
laugh, you see, is the only thing that 
interferes with sound being heard; 
talkie audiences rarely applaud.” 

“Clever handling of the action will 
allow for the length of time a laugh 
takes, so that important dialogue need 
not follow in most cases. 

“On the stage, the players merely 
wait until the laughter dies down, 
and are sure that their next lines will 
be heard. But consider the difficul- 
ties of the talkie director in trying 
to space his laughs.” 

“The man in Keokuk may think 
something worth laughing at for ten 
seconds; in Seattle the same gag may 
not affect the spectator at all. If 
you space it for the man in Keokuk, 
in Seattle there is a °ten-second 
eternity of silence following a gag 
that didn’t get a laugh! 

“The solution lies in the degree of 
ingenuity used by the director to in- 
ject unimportant but interesting pan- 
tomime, following the laugh. If he 
ean regulate his action in this way, 
he can allow for the ten-second 
Keokuk laugh, and at the same time 
be protected against silent intervals 
in case the laughs do not follow.” 

“Misbehaving Ladies” is Beaudine’s 
favorite type of comedy-drama. Based 
on the story, “Once There Was a 
Princess,” by Juliet Wilbor Tompkins, 
the director and Julian Josephson, 
who scenarized it, filled the picture 
with whimsical, natural comedy. 

Incidentally, some of the _ best 
work ever done by Lila Lee, Ben 
Lyon, Louise Fazenda and Lucien 
Littlefield is embraced in “Misbehav- 
ing Ladies.”

“A director is just as much a spe- 
cialist as an author. Could Thomas 
Hardy have done a Milt Gross, or 
Harold Bell Wright have written 
‘The American Tragedy’? Life is so 
many-sided that one man can hope to 
eatch it from only a certain number 
of angles. 

“In the directing of ‘Misbehaving 
Ladies’ I had a combination of cir- 
cumstances exactly to my liking. In 
the first place there was a delightful 
Juliet Wilbor Thompson story; the 
marvelously true dialogue of Julien 


Josephson; Jack Okey as art director 
and John Seitz as chief cameraman. 

“A}l these adjuncts would have been 
useless, however, without the proper 
people to make the characters of the 
story live.
